Representative Schnackenberg of Chicago ‘has 
introduced a bill to substitute a department of city 
government under a commissioner for the present 
board of education. We the idea is good. 

The board of education was intended to take the 
schools out of politics. The imagination of citizens” 
devoted to the cause of the schools comcelved a sys- 
tem which would be proof against the rascalities of 
municipal politics.
